SUBJECT: REVISION TO SPECIAL ORDER NO. 19, 2006 - CRIMINAL 

DISCOVERY REQUESTS ASSOCIATED WITH NON-CATEGORICAL 
USE OF FORCE INVESTIGATIONS 

PURPOSE: Special Order No. 19, 2006, designated the 

responsibility for responding to criminal discovery 
requests associated with Non-Categorical Use of Force 
(NCUOF) investigations to the geographic Bureau Detective 
Coordinator (BDC). However, discovery requests for officers 
assigned to non-geographic bureaus remain an issue because there 
is currently no BDC position within non-geographic bureaus. 

PROCEDURE: This Order activates a BDC position at all bureaus. 

A Bureau Detective Coordinator position shall be 
designated and maintained by the commanding officer of each 
bureau in order to ensure Department-wide compliance with 
Special Order No. 19, 2006. 

BUREAU COMMANDING OFFICER'S RESPONSIBILITY: All bureau 
commanding officers shall designate and maintain a BDC to 
comply with the duties and responsibilities outlined in 
Special Order No. 19, 2006. 

AMENDMENT: This Order amends Department Manual Section 4/792.30. 

AUDIT RESPONSIBILITY: Each bureau commanding officer shall 
monitor compliance with this directive in accordance with 
Department Manual Section 0/080.30. 
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
